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A LIVE game show where forty contestants watch paint dry, 
the audience votes for their favorite via the Internet, and the 
grand prize is $ 25,000.00. Via the Internet, the home audience 
votes contestants off and the votes are tallied before our eyes 
(as in the telethons). Every five minutes, the ten lowest scorers 
are booted off. 


The viewers will judge the “watching” on: 


1). Technical Merit 
(If you blink less than the others, you’re other points are doubled). 


2). Presence (that unforgettable “look”) 
3). Creativity 


In the final round you have three remaining competitors. Their 
scores are knocked back down to zero. 


We briefly meet each of finalists. They plead with the home 
audience to pick them and share why they should win the 
money! 


The contest begins...and goes three minutes. 
The guy with the most votes wins $100,000. 00. 


° The scores drop back to zero. 
e We meet them briefly. It’s anyone’s game. 
e They each watch paint grow for the final round. 


At the end of forty shows, the winners from each show do a 
final show down for $1,000,000.00
